Not  more  than  two  years  ago  I believe, 
not  over  $2,500  was  apportioned  the  whole 
of  the  Delta.  Twice  thia  amount  could 
have  been  wisely  used  in  one  association 
> alone  and  would  have  secured  reaident  j >u  s- 
tors.  the  salary  being  sufficient  to  justify 
it.  . 

Such  a condition  aa  above  named  exists, 
I suppose . in  every  aeetion.  but  it  ia  no  argu- 
ment against  the  need  of  more  money  for 
the  work.  Some  pastors  resign  the  rare  of 
ehurehea  which  receive  appropriations  from 
the  State  Miaaion  Board.  Of  course  that 
money  is  not  Consumed  by  that  field. 

We  will  never  meet  ouf  obligations  in  the 
Delta  until  we  can  and  will  make  appro- 
priations to  meet  the)  needs  of  the  fields.  This 
is  done  in  some  instances  but  in  many  it  ia 
not,  for  the  reason  the  Board  has  not  the 
money. 

If  we  were  in  a position  to  turn  loose 
something  like  $8,000  or  $10,000  a year  in 
the  Delta  men  would  multiply  in  the  Delta 
work  like  the  missionaries  upon  the  Foreign 
fields.  And  we  are  suffering  great  loss  there 
heesuse  we  are  not  doing  it. 

It  is  money  we  need  first.  If  we  could 
aid  in  building  pastors’  homes  and-  paying 
good  living  salaries  thefe  would  soon  lie 
all  . the  men  the  situation  need*.  This  is 
proven  from  the  fact  that  those  churches 
that  do  pay  good  salaries  have  good  pastors. 
. I know  J will  he  pardoned  when  I say 
Brn.  Tull  would  not  .be  at  Greenwood  today 
if  the  salary  was  not  commensurate  with 
the  situation.  To  take  and  develop  th^ 
Delta  or,  any  other  aeetion,  we  must  meet 
in  some  measure  the  demands.  These  are 
a few  of  the  things  that  might  be  said. 

Wc  need  money  as  well  as  men  and  if  wie 
can  put  the  money  on  the  field  we  will 
get  the  men.

I.  Timothy  3:1. 

Permit  me  to  say  a few  things  in  connec- 
tion with  1st  Tim.  3:1.  “This  is  n trie 
saving:  If  a man  desire  the  office  of  a bish- 
op he  desireth  a good  thing.” 

The  office  of  a bishop.  I believe,  as  gen- 
erally accepted  among*  Baptists,  is  under- 
stood to  be  an  overseer,  or  pastor  of  a 
church  or  assembly.  If  that  is  true  m|ay 
not  a man  be  a minister  and  not  a bishop! 
In  other  words,  may  we  not  say  that  while 
all  bishops  are  ministers  all  ministers  arc 
not  bishops.  If  I am  not  mistaken  the  Aun- 
tie Paul  was  a minister  but  he  did  not  fill 
the  office  of  bishop. 

I think  wc  are  at  liberty  to  suppose  that 
the  Apostle  was  encouraging  ministers  to 
seek  the  office  of  a bishop  on  account  of  the 
increasing  number  of  new  churches  that 
were  at  that  time  being  organized.  th<>ro 
being,  perhaps,  a demand  or  great  need 
for  bishops,  or  ministers  to  fill  the  office  of 
a bishop.  However,  it  is  a fact  that  I 
think  no  one  will  dispnte  that  a man  minst 
be  called  to  preach  and  ordained  before  he 
can  become  a bishop.  So  he  who  desires 
the  office  of  a bishop  must  first  be  a minister. 

I believe  firmly  in  an  immediate  Divine 
call  to  the  ministry’.  I feel  quite  sure  that 
there  is  not  a minister  of  the  gospel  who 
has  been  called  of  God  to  preach  who  will 
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not  testify  that  the  first  impression  he  had 
to  preach  the  gospel  <*ame  to  him  outside 
of  any  human  agency  or  influence.  A msn 
who  has  been  called  of  God  to  preach, 
chooses  the  ministry  because  he  has  been 
called,  and  cannot  in  the  very  nature  of 
things  lie  satisfied  to  do  anything  else, 

lie  who  chooses  the  ministry  as  a profes- 
sion. as  he  would  choose  any  other  avoca- 
tion in  life,  who  Iium  not  been  called  of 
GTid  to  preach,  or  chooses  the  ministry  be- 
cause he  ih  urged  to  do  so  by  some  one 
who  thinks  he  ought  to  preach,  is  not  an 
(mibassador  of  .lesus  Christ,  and  rBn  never 
be  in  the  vital  sense  in  whieh  We  should 
look  at  it. 

If  it  is  really  true  that  God  does  call 
men  to  preach,  it  is  a matter  ton  serious 
and  indeed  too  sacred  to  be  tampered  with. 
There  is,  I think,  a vast  difference  between 
seeking,  or  urging  one  to  seek,  the  office 
of  a bishop  and  seeking  a call  to  the  min- 
istry.

Jesus  and  his  disciples  are  passing  along 
one  of  the  streets  of  Jerusalem  when  they 
come  upon  a poor  man  who  had  been 
blind  from  bis  birth.  The  disciples  raise  the 
question  as  to  who  was  responsible  for  this 
man’s  condition,  his  parents  or  himself! 
Jesus  answered,  “Neither  did  this  man  sin, 
nor  his  parents;  but  that  the  works  of  God 
should  be  made  manifest  in  him.”  Then 
hit  uttered  the  words  whieh  suggest  the  sub- 
ject of  this  article,  “We  must  work  the 
works  of  him  that  sent  me,  while  it  is  day: 
the  night  qometh.  when  no  man  ean  work.” 
Jesus  includes  his  disciples  in  these  solemn 
words,  and  they  are  also  applicable  to  us. 

First,  I will  ask  you  to  consider  with  me 
the  dignity  of  work.  We  must  work.  No 
busier  life  was  ever  lived  than  the  life  of 
Jesus.  From  the  beginning  to  the  end 
he  magnified  the  dignity  of  work.  Not 
one  moment  of  his  life  j was  wasted  or 
thrown  away. 

Everything  in  the  universe  works.  Ac- 
tivity is  a law  of  life.  God  works.  And 
we  must  work.  We  are  all,  more  or  less, 
inclined  to  he  lazy.  A young  Indian  was 
being  examined  as  a candidate  for  the  min- 
istry. He  was  asked  to.  give  his  idea  of 
briginal  sin.  Uis  reply  was,  “I  do  not  know 
what  other  peoples  is,  but  I rather  think 
mine  is  laziness.”  j 

Honest  toil  in  any  sphere  is  noble.  It  is 
the  high  road  to  prosperity  and  happiness. 
I have  the  profonndest  respect  for  the  old 
man  who  had  always  lead  an  active  life- 
lie  came  to  visit  his  grandson.  They  want- 
ed him  to  stay  around  the  house  and  do 
nothing.  This  he  refused  to  do.  He  search- 
ed the  place  for  something  to  do  and  finally 
settled  on  a five  acre  hew  ground  that  was 
full  of  stumps.

To  settle  the  qn i-stion  I turned  to  "The 
I/cxieographer's  Chair”  in  The  Literary  I)i- 
gest.  Which  I consider  the  very  best  author- 
ity on  literary  questions,  and  asked  the  ques- 
tion: "On  what  authority  does  Dr.  Young, 
in  his  Analytical  Concordance,  translate  or 
define  the  Greek  word  baptizo”  To  eonae- 
crate  (by  pouring  out  on.  or  putting  into)? 

In  answer  to  my  question  I got  more  and 
better  than  I expected.  The  answer,  in 
substance,  was  that  he  based  his  definition 
on  the  statements  of  Cheviie’s  Encyclopedia 
Bi Id ica,  Hastings  Dictionary  of  the  Bible. 
Smith's  Dictionary  of  the  Bible.  McClintoek 
and  Strong's  Dictionary  of  the  Bible  and 
John  Davis’s  Dictionary  of  the  Bible.  Then 
he  gave  me  the  following  quotations  from 
Davis  and  Hastings'  dictionaries. 

1 was  actually  delighted  because  I found 
that  these  authorities,  which  this  scholarly 
editor  considers  the  latest  and  the  “best, 
clearly  admit  that  immersion  was  and  is 
the  etymological  meaning  of  t|l(.  word 
tizo,  and  that  the  other  definitions  now  giv- 
en to  the  word  are  based  upon  inference. 

_ Here  is  what  Mr.  Davis  hrvi  on  page 
70  of  his  dictionary:  ‘‘Christians  have  dif- 
fered even  from  early  times  as  to  the  mode 
of  baptism.  While  the  word  is  derived  from 
a verb  baptizo,  which  means  etymologically, 
‘‘to  immerse."  this  does  not  prpve  that  im- 
mersion was  the  mode  always  iifactirod  nor 
that  it  is  necessary.  In  faet,  instances  occur 
where  the  word  plainly  does  not  mean 
immerse.  (Luke  11:38.  in  English  version 
“wash”  and  probably  Mark  7:4). 

The  Scriptures  nowhere  describe,  much 
less  prescribe  the  mode.  In  pnftt-Apostolic 
times  both  immersion  and  affusion  were 
used. ” 

Hastings  is  quoted  as  saying.  Vol.  1,  page 
— W.  Baptizo  with  few  exceptions  refers 
to  washing  for  religious  purposes,  the  dem- 
onstration of  the  sacred  rite  of  ahlution, 
baptizing  in  the  technical  sense.  It  is 
plain  from  Luke  11  >38  that  in  itself  baptizo 
does  not  necessarily  mean  immersion,  as 
(Calvin  and  others  assert.  This, is  its  usual 
meaning,  however.”

All  Europe  and  much  of  Ameri- 
ca are  in  fact  the  book  of  Ox- 
ford, inaamueh  ax  Oxford  thought 
and  teaching,  her  scholar*,  brave 
Inen.  and  lofty  natures  have  im- 
pressed their  influence  upon  both 
the  Anglo-Sxon  and  Latip  races. 

The  College,  and  later  the  Uni- 
verxity,  are  the  forees  which  have 
(noddled  many  of  the  theological 
ami  intellectual  tendencieis  of  to- 
day. Ax  a factor  in  the  civilixa- 
t ion  of  the  past  eight  centuries, 
Oxford  once  xtood  pre-eminent 
for  her  qualitica  of  learning,  piety 
find  patriotism ; for  her  efllighten- 
ment  and  guidance  in  an,  age  of 
strife  and  ignorance,  superstition 
and  infidelity.  It  was  to  the 
University  and  its  cultnreld  prod- 
uct that -England  owed  more  of 
her  influence  than  to  her  arms. 
(Obviously,  this  is  much  lisa  true 
today.  Oxford  and  Cambridge, 
Eton,  Harrow,  and  Winchester, 
indeed  the  entire  “Educational 
system  of  England,’’  are  in  my 
opinion  (an  opinion  which  is  shar- 
ed hy  not  a few  Englishman),  all 
striving  mightily  in  a wrong  di- 
rection, and  without  some  ifadical 
changes  in  this  system,  there  will 
be  a lessening  in  the  effectiveness 
of  England  in  the  worlds  compe- 
tition.— From  “In  Thamesland,” 
hv  Henry  Wellington  Wack.

But  children  are  sometimes 
spoiled  by  over-training.  There 
is  an  officious'  interference  that 
ih  neither  Kind  nor  wise.  If  we 
keep  harrowing  the  field  all  the 
time  the  result  will  he  barren- 
ness. It  is  a wise  parent  that 
knows  when  to  he  blind  anti  when 

I to  he  silent.  The  wise  father  does 
not  see  too  much.  It  is  wise  also 
U>  leave  a little  to  nature  and  to 
God. 

Then  there  must  he  complete 
sympathy.  I>aek  of  sympathy  with 
childhood  makes  understanding 
impossible.  The  children  of  to- 
day are  of  today.  It  is  useless  to 
judge  them  by  past  standards,  or 
to  try  to  train  them  according  to 
obsolete  rules.  The  father  of  to- 
day must  deal  with  the  child  of 
today.  We  are  not  dealing  with 
the  ideal  children  or  with  dream 
children /but  with  actual  flesh  and 
blood ; with  living  bundles  of 
nerves  and  muscle,  and  it  is  the 
parent^  business  ’to  understand, 
an, I to  come  thoroughly  into  sym- 
pathy with  these  living-faulty, 
loving  children. 

The  parental  laws  should  be  re- 
duced to  a minimum ; but  they 
should  be  obeyed.  The  child  who 
defies  the  law  of  his  father ’or 
mother  with  impunity  will  prob- 
I sblv  live  to  curse  the  weakness 
snd  folly  that  allowed  those  laws 
to  be  defied.  And  yet  fhe  child’s 
will  is  not  to  be  “broken  ' This 
was  an  old  fallacy  that  brutalized 
the  parent  and  gave  the  child
